The events in Wall street made a 
profound impression in Germany, and 
were reinforced by the deciaration in 
the Deutsche Bank's annus! report 
sued early in the week, that .»e world 
boom could not last through the year. 
owing to the stringency of money. This 
utterance played a great role in the 
week's market. 

While the fall in prices In Wall stréet 
brought heavy lossec to German. hold- 
ers of American securities, there was 
renewed buying for German account 
brought about by the low prices re- 
ported by the cables. Many orders 
were sent to New York and London 
after Thursday’s low-water prices 
were reached, the payment for these 
and the transfers of American balances 
to London, causing neavy demands for 
London exchange and brought the ex- 
port of gold apparently near. 

There is much apprehension mani- 
fested here lest New York begiris the 
week by the importation of gold from 
England. This, and the steady advance 
in the private discount rate, renders 
an advance in the Reichsbanks rate 
not improbable. 

The Frankfurter Zeitung admits the 
probability of the adoption of an ad- 
vance before the end of the monta. 
The private discount rate is now with. 
in % per cent. Traders already are 
offering 7 per cent. for Con 
money, but the leaders are slow at 
placing amounts 60 early tn the month.

Brownsville Case Is 
Cleared Up. 


Discharged Negro Soldier's 
Full Confession of Facts 
Leading to Raid, 


Galveston Man Declares the 
Outrage Was Not a Pre- 
meditated One, 


How a Newspaper Reporter 
Alleges He Obtained True 


Version of Affair. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES } 


ALVESTON, March 17.—{Exclu- 

sive Dispatch.] The mystery sur- 

rounding the murderous midnigat 
raid of the negro soldiers of the Twen- 
ty-fifth Infantry upon the people of 
Brownsville, Tex., on August 13, last 
year, has been cleared up. 

A full statement has been made by 
D. C. Gray, one of the discharged ne- 
groes, to two representatives of the 
press. 

After seven months of investigation 
by the authorities of the United States, 
during which time the most search- 
ing inquiry has failed to shake the 
testimony of the negroes that they 
did not commit the outrage, what ap- 
pears to be the true version of the 
crime has been secured from Gray, 
who admits that he pastially partici- 
pate 

The man has been living in Gal- 
veston a large portion of the 
since he was discharged without hon- 
or from the military service of ise 
nation, which he swore to serve hon- 
orably. He is still im the city. 

STORY OF OUTRAGE. 

According to the statement made to 
the reporters by Gray. the outrage 
was not premeditated, but was the re- 
sult of an alleged injury done one of 


| the soldiers by a white man in Browns- 


ville about half hour before the raid 
was made. 

The negro was struck by the white 
man at a resort In Brownsviile. Re- 
turning to the barracks, he seized his 
rifle and announced that he was going 
to kill the white man. 

Severai of the negroes promptly vol- 
unteered to go along and see the work 4 
“well done,” to wipe out old scores 
which they had against the citizens on 
account of injuries which they claimed 
to have suffered. The negroes returned 
to the barracks after commitiing the 
assault on the town, and many. soldiers 
assisted in the hurried cleaning of the 
guns for the inspection which followed 
soon after the shooting in the town 
ceased. 

THOSB WHO WERE GUILTY. 

Apparently, the soidiers from only 
one company participated in the raid, 
although practically the entire battal- 
ion knew soldiers had done the shoot- 
ing. 

Many of the negroes belonging to this 
battalion, enlisted during the summer 
of 196. and returned to the city after 
being dicharged frqgyn the army. 

Knowing there Was a story in some 
of the returned soldiers, a press re- 
porter has been working on them for 
two months, but with poor success be- 
cause the negroes had been advised by 
local negro politicians to avoid news- 
paper men. 

Another reporter was assigned to the 
story and met with success through the 
fact that the negro jumped at the con- 
clusion that he was a United States 
secret service detective, and let the se- 
cret out for obvious reasons. 

OVERMAN DISCUSSES IT. 

Senator Overman of North Carolina, 
who is a member of the penate Com- 
mittee on Military Affairs, which is in- 
vestigating the “shooting up” af 
Brownsville, Tex., tonight when he 
heard of the confession of Gray, said 
the commiitee received iniormation 
two weeks ago that a former member 
of the Twenty-Sfth infantry had ex- 
pressed a willingness to make a full 
confessien if he could receive assurance 
from the gevernment that he would be 
protecied.

campaign in London, Arthur Preston 
Green and Charlies Rohrer, both well 
known to tae police, were arrested to- 
day, as they arrived on the Hamburs- 
American steamship Amerika. 

Both were arrested at the request of 
Secotiand Yard, London, which, in a 
cablegram sent to Commissioner Bing- 
ham, gave a long list of jewelry stolen 
“by shoplifterse on February 26.” 
There was nothing in the cablegram 
to indicate from whom or where the 
property was taken, but Inspector Mc- 
Laughlin today said he understood that 
the London brancn of Tiffany & Co., 
and a large Bond-street jeweler, were 
joint sufferers. 

It is believed at police headquarters 
that the men are part of an American 
band of criminals that went abroad 
several months ago to begin a cam- 
paign in the British metropolis, the 
band including shoplifters, pickpock- 
ets, sneak and petty thieves. They 
went to prey upon the fashionable 
shops of all kinds, it is asserted, and 
this is believed to be the first account 
of their harvest. Wao the other mem- 
bers of the band are was not given 
out by the police here, but from the 
information possessed by the London 
police, it is believed that some of the 
band are in custody in that city, and 
have revealed the identity of the others 
to save themselves 

Police records at headquarters give 
both Green and Rohrer extended rec- 
ords, upnctuated by terms of impris- 
onment. They were known as clever 
thieves. Green, who is about 31 years 
old, was arrested in 1896 for shoplifting 
In Brooks Bros., and was sent to jail 
for a year.
